our owne experience we dayly ſee. But 
this4s' ſo farre from ſeeming to be re- 
ucaled to any other creature, that it is 
a Paradox, and a ſtraunge thing to ma- 
ny of vs, that differ from bruit beaſtes 
by reaſon. And therefore (which is the 
drift of this whol diſcourſe) it ſtandeth 
vs ypon which profeſſe the name of Ie- 
ſus Chriſt, which do acknowledge him 
to be giuen of God the Father, and ſea 
led vnto vs by God the holy aholt, for 
dauVr eternall ſaluation: to haue an eſpe⸗ 
| calcare, thar as Ghriſte ſayth of the 
wicked that they be wiſer in their ge- 
neration, then the children of light. So Lale. 16.8. 
it be not ſayde of vs, that the Pagans, 
Heatncn and Gentile Philoſophers, be 
not founde in the ſight of God, more 
diligente 4n their humain profesſion, 
then wee in the profesſion of Ieſus 
Chriſt: I meane more glorious in ſhew- 
ing forth the, fruit of their Philoſophy 
in. their actions, then we of our diuini- 
dard our life and conuerſation.

We make a 
ſhewe of godlineſſe, but we deny the 
power thereof : wee wiſh to fit at the 
right and left hand of Ieſus in his king 
dome, but we are loth to drinke of his 
Cup.

into wantonneſſe. Hence it is that wic- 
kedneſſe doth ſo abound, that Sathan 
hath preuailed ſo much, & that ſo few 
endeuour 2 godly life. Euen for that 
the enimy can perſwade them that pro 
fesſion will ſerue, that a ſhew is ſuffici- 
ent. But howſoeuer it be, that ſo many 
be drunke with this cup of Sathans 
poyſon (againſt whome in trueth the 
heathen Philoſophers that neuer knew 
God)ihal riſe in the day of iudgement 
and condemne them: for that they 
haue beene more carefull to ſhew the 
fruite of their proteſſion in vpright 
dealing( though it was vain) then theſe 
haue beene, yct it behooueth all them 
that ſce theſe things, and are grecued 
with the donſideration therof, and are 
not ſpotted with the ſame brand, to 
be ſo much the more carefull, as the e- 
vill 15 common, that they tmell not 
of their abhomination, that they de- 
part from them,and be- not partakers 
of their ſinnes, that they hate tne gar-

him ſelf, the crowing of the Cock, and 
the lokingback of Jeſus: within him 
ſelfe,his remembꝛaunce what Chꝛiſt 
had lapde, and what Chꝛiſt had done, 
the manner howe he riſe, his going 
out and his ſoꝛrowing. 

The firſte cauſe of his fall (as yon 1 
ſee ) was his pꝛeſumption, and that is 
alſo in two thinges. The firſt is in not 
leaning vnto the woꝛdes of his Loꝛde 
and Paſter. Fo2 Chaiſt told him that 
he ſhould deny him. But he notwith⸗ 
ſtanding being either blinded with the 
conſideration of his owne power, (as 
hereaffer (hall appeare ) oꝛ els carried 
away with a pꝛopoſterous zeale to fol- 
low him whither lo euer he went: re- 
plyed that though all men ſhould foz- 
ſake him, pet he would not. And ſure- 
ip this is moſt wo2thy the conſiderati⸗ 


von. Fo2 ik we beginne at the firſt man 


that euer was, and continue thoꝛow 
out the whole ſcriptures, we ſhal finde 
that the little regarde giuen vnto the 
wy of God, was the beginning of 
3 their

their fall. 

The father of mankinde, the firffe 
founder of his miſfery . Adam hauing 
receined this eſpecial commandement 
(of the tree of knowledge of god and 
euil, thou ſhalt not eate) Vet this bees 
ing put ont of his heart, partly thozow 
the ſubtiltie of Sathan ( wherewiths 
all he was aCapled) partly by the pꝛo⸗ 
uocation of the woman, whome great⸗ 
ly be loued, and partly with the beau⸗ 
fie and delicacie of the Apple, with 
which he was allured. Me notwith- 
ſanding did take of it, and eating of 
the tree fozbidden, fell from the Loꝛde 


his God, and was caſt ont of that place 


of pleaſure, wher befoꝛe he dwelled. So 


did Caine,fo2getting the commaunde- 


ment of God, yca and the law of na - 


ture, kill his bzother Abell, Lamech 


not conſidering that the Loꝛde God 


had made man and Moman to be one 


fleſhe, toke vnto him two wiues, and 
ſo fell from the Lozd. 

Saule hauing recetued pꝛecept to de⸗ 
ſtrop Amalecke, and all that partay- 
ned bnto them, that he ſhoulds haue 

| * no 
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no compaſſion on them, but ſhoulde 
fie both man and Woman, both in⸗ 
fant and ſackling , both Dren and 
Sheepe,and Camels, and Aſſes: pet 
directing not his doinges acco2ding to 
bis commiſſion, but peelding vnto his 
owne fantaſte , in ſparing the King 
Agag, and the better Sheepe, and 
fatfe Dren to ſacrifice, ( as was p2e- 
tended) vnto the Loꝛde, was rewar⸗ 
ded with depꝛiuation from his king- 
dome. 


The like may be ſapde of the rebel- Ero. 16.2. 
lious Iſraelites in the wildernes, (who ·· 


hauing the pꝛomiſe of Gods ſpeciall 
pꝛotedion ) et murmured often times. 
The ſame is plapne in the rebellious 


lewes, and bꝛeeflpe thoꝛow out the 


whole booke of God: That when ſo 
euer the Pꝛophetes be reſiſted, the A- 
poſtles perſecuted, oꝛ any other ſinne 
what ſoener committed: whether it be 
of the Godly falling by infirmitie, oz 
by the wicked offending of obſtinacp. 
The firlte oꝛiginall and beginning is 
this. That the worde of the Lo2de 
in that reſpect, is either not knowen, 
4 02 
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oꝛ not remembꝛed: and therefoze Sa⸗ 
than ſtroke very verpe, and in very 
deede, at the ſureſt rote of mans ſafe⸗ 
garde, when ho put it into the head ok 
his ſonne t heire Antichꝛiſte, the child 
of perditiõ (the Pope of Rome) to kepe 
the prople fra the knowledge of Gods 
woꝛde, foꝛ he kne we well pnough that 
the woꝛd of God being ma niteſt vnto 
al the world, as the inſtrument to keep 
man from groſſe ſinns:foꝛ very ſhame 
and ſeare of puniſhment, and many in 
faith and obedience vnto the Lo2d foz 
loue, and zeale vnio his gloꝛie, and de⸗ 
fire of their owne ſaluation, which o⸗ 
therwiſe ſhould wander in darkenes, 
and in the ſhadowe of death: becauſe 
that they beeing blinde fo2 want of 
knowledge, ſhoulde haue ſwallowed 
many meats of iniquitp, but to let him 
goe, and come ncarer vnto our ſelues: 
what is the cauſe that euen in this 
light, and gloztous Sunne beames of 
Chuſt his Golpel, ſo many be ſo ſotted 
and dꝛowned in idolatrie, and ſyper- 
ſtition, that they are not aſhamed 
with whoozithe faces, not bluſhing to 
main⸗ 
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maintaine, and defend the Beathniſh 
faſhion of woꝛſhipping of God in ima⸗ 
ges (fo2 their owne ſhame hath found 
away, the woꝛſhipping of the image it 
ſeife ) but onelp this, that the ſeconde 
commandement is blotted out of their 
heart, and alſo out of their bokes, and 
the true expoſition that our Sauiour 
Chꝛiſte giueth vnto the ſame:that the 
true wo2lhippers (hall woꝛſhip in ſpi⸗ 
rite and trueth, that as he is a ſpirite 
requiring ſpirituall ſeruice, is either 
not known, oꝛ ell miſcoſfred, 82 what 
is the cauſe, that the blaſphemer of 
Gods name hath ſuch delight 1 plea- 
ſure in \wearing,curſing,and pꝛopha⸗ 
ning (oꝛ rather renting in peeces) the 
d2eadfull name of the moſte gloꝛious 
God: but only this, that the tomman⸗ 
dement is not betoze his eyes, which 13 
eniopned vato all them that be (o2 be 
deſtrous to be called) the childꝛen of 
God, that they neuer pꝛeſume to take 
his name into their mouth without a 
ſinguer reueronce of his maieſtie, o2 
the theatninges thereunto annexed.

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Jere 5-7:  ſ\veare(by thoſe which were no Gods) 
hen + tobe none of his,fo2 he ſaith they haue 
foꝛſaken him in ſo doing : alſo a man

faith, Maſe, that bſeth muche wearing, ſhall be 
Saint &c. filled with wickednes, and the plague 
3 N . of God ſhal not depart from his houſe, 
*2-5-+ yntill it be vtterly waſted and tonſu⸗ 
med. The whoꝛemaiſter goeth on in 

his filthines, becauſe he foꝛgetteth the 
commanndement of God, Thon ſhalt 

Heb.13.4. not commit adultery, and the thzeat- 
nings that whoꝛemongers, and adul⸗ 

terers, God will iudge. To conclude 

the like is truly to be thought ol all o⸗ 

ther ſinnes, that the caſting off the 

woꝛde of God behinde their backes, # 

treading (Gods vengeance chꝛeatened 

againſt ſinne) vnder their feete, is the 

firſt ſteppe vnto that iniquitie which 

they commit. Nowe if we will apply 

this to our edification and benefite, 

wee mult learne by the harmes of o⸗ 

ther men, fo be moze warie and cir⸗ 

cumſpece : Tf we ſee that othets be- 

gin their tranſgreſlions, by negleing 
the woꝛd of God, that we begii our 
obedience in imbꝛacing it, in ears 

aing 
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ning, meditating, and erercifing our 
ſelues in the ſame continually, Foz 


the Pꝛophet Dauid maketh it the one» PCl.;.z, 


ly iope and delight that Godip men 
can finde in this woꝛlde. Uhereunto 
appertaincth it, that the Lo2dappoin- 
ted vnto his ſeruaunt Ioſua, the go- 
uernement of his people in ſteade of 
Moſes: ſaith, let not this Boke of the 
Loꝛde departe ont of thy mouth, but 
medifate therein day and night, thaf 
thou maieſt obſcrne,and doe accoꝛding 
to all that is written therein. Where 
vou ſe, that he ſetteth meditation, and 
continuall ererciſe therein, to goe be- 
fo2e the ſeruice of the Loꝛd, and in deed 
by verp god reaſon , foꝛ the wo2de of 
God being his will , and the thing he 
eniopneth ns to doe, howe can it be, 
that we ſhall doe it bcfoze we learne 
it, and howe can we learne it, if we 
neuer giue our ſelnes thereunto, no2 
regarde if, Well howeſoeuer the wic⸗ 
ked of the wozlde care not fo2 it, noꝛ 
the pꝛeaching thercof:becauſe thꝛough 
the hardnes of their hearts, it ſemeth 
foliſhnes vnto the, yet ſure we are, it 
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is the power of God vnto ſaluation, 
vnto all thoſe that beleene it, It is the 
ſwo2de of the ſpirite that cutfeth a⸗ 
way the bonds of ſinne:it is the graine 
of muſtard ſæde, that at firſt is very 
ſmal, but taking rote 4 increaſing in 
the childꝛen of God: it groweth vp to 
ſuch an height, that it poſſeſſeth the 
whol hart and mind: It is y fire which 
burneth and conſumeth the dꝛegges of 
iniquitie. It is alſo that honye , the 
ſweetenes whereof doeth both delight 
the ſoule, and alſo temper the troubles 
of this woꝛld, that they become folle- 
rable and eaſe: it is the raine ſhowers 
and dewes moyſting the ſtonp heart. 
And laſtly,it is the ſeede whoſe rotes 
taketh ſo derpe holde, and are ſo ſurely 
faſtened, that it neuer ceaſſeth from 


growing, vntill it bzing the ſoule 


which it poſleſſeth into the kingdome 
of heauen. This being lo pꝛecious, and 
pet not beleeued, to be ſo by them that 
are not called vnto the fayth of Je- 
ſas Ch2iſt.Therfo2e the Loꝛd God, to 
allure them whom he hath elected, and 


to take all crcuſes from them that be 


re⸗ 
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reiected, hath ſet downe' moſte ercel- 
lente and ſingular allurementes,and 
ſweefe ſpeeches vnto them, to inuite 
them vnto a loue and liking of the 
ſame. The wiſe man Salomon bꝛin⸗ 
geth in the Loꝛde ſpeaking,o2 rather 
ſpeaking him ſelfe in the name of the 
Lo2d: ſaith, let thine heart holde faſt 
my wo2ds, keepe my commandements 
and thou ſhalt line, get wiſedome, get 
vnderſtanding, neither decline from 
the woꝛdes of my mouth. And there he 
ſheweth what the woꝛde of God ſhall 
bꝛing vnto the loners thereof:namely, 
honour, riches, long life and ſuch like: 
which indeed figureth vnto vs al ioies 
whatſoeuer, whiche the godly (ſhall 
haue in the life fo come, if J ſhould 
ſtand vpon this, J might ſhewe many 
moſte excellent places fo2 this pur - 
pole, as the excellency thereof deſcri⸗ 
bed by the Pꝛophete Dauid, and the

great benefifes that he pꝛofeſſeth him⸗ Pſal. 9.8.5. 


ſelfe to haue receined by the ſame. As 
that he had periſhed in his fronvles,

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Pil. 119 % to ſap, he hath moze vnderſfanding 
then his teachers, becauſe his medita - 
tion was in the woꝛde of God, and vn⸗ 
derſfode moꝛe then the auncient, be⸗ 
cauſe he kept Gods pꝛeceptes, and he 
was made wiſer tuen his enemies, 
becauſe Gods pꝛeceptes were al ⸗ 
wapes with him. The whole 119. 
Pſalm, is concerning this argument. 
And was it ſo excellent, ſo pꝛecious, 
and ſo fruiteful in Dauid foz him ſelſe 
only :ꝛno, but it is alſo fo2 our inſtructi⸗ 
on, that wee might be ſtirred bp by the 
example of Dauid, to take ſo great de-' 
light in it, as he did: foꝛ Sod is the 
ſame he was, and his woꝛde of it (clfe 
is foꝛcible (i not moꝛe foʒcible) then it 
was. So that we neede not to diſpaire 
of gods godnes in this cauſe. Fo2 ſure 
the canſe why we come fo farre be- 
hinde Dauid in zeale and godlines, is 
our owne careleſneſle, and hardeneſſe 

bl heart, and our pꝛeſumption in that 
we (with Peter here) perſwade our 
ſelues better ot dur ſelues, then in deed 
we either neede 02 ſhould. Let vs then 
Heb. 12.1. awake , and ſhake oft the ir 
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of gur ſonle, let vs vnlode our ſelues, 
of. all that pꝛeſſeth downe, let vs 
loke bnfo that, which God commann- 
deth,and not to that ſmall pzoc&ding 
which we haue made, and ſo much the 
rather (my deare beloned bꝛethzen) 
becauſe we fie the woꝛlde moze lulled 
in ſecuritie, then euer it was, befo2e 
that we can either reade oz heare of. 
The wo2de of God hath no moze foꝛce, 
with the greateſt number, then if 
they were ſtockes o2 ſtones, whereas 
the thꝛeatening of Gods vengeaunce 
againffe ſinne , ſhould p2icke their 
heartes, and mooue them to repens 
taunce, It bzingeth them a flee pe: 
whereas the pꝛeaching of the Goſs 
pell, Gould bzing them to Faith in 
Chiilte, it ſeemeth vnto them a fas 
ble, anda meare inuention of men: 
nowe the caſe ſtandinge deſperately 
with them ( foz this is the cauſe why 
I fpeakeit) Jt behooneth vs to bee 
moze circumſpecte and carefull, that 
the loue, and liking, and continual ex- 
ertiſe, and obedience, in, and vnto the 
wozdof God, doe ſo polleſte vs that 

we

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we neuer be dꝛawne from the ſame, 
but ſo ſurely faſten our ſoules zheartes, 

and wils thervnto, that we map thete 
by hane a ſare feſfimony in our con- 
ſciences, that we be the Childꝛen of 
God, becauſe we k-cepe his commanns 
dementes, Whereas confrary,the wtc- 
ked haue within them a note of cont» 
demnation, in that they regarded not 
Gods wo2d, neither haue ante regarde 
in hearing, oꝛ learning, oz p:actiſing 


'the ſame in their life and connerſg- 


fions. 

The ſecond bꝛaunch of Peters' pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption, conſiſteth in this, that hee 
ſapth I am ready to goe with thee into pri- 
ſon and vnto death. Peter thought he was 
ſfronge inongh to be a Partyꝛ, when 
in deed he had ſcarce learned the pꝛin 


ciples of his faith, noꝛ that which is 


moſte neceſſary fo2 alt men to know: 

namely, his own power and hability, 
and how he muſk learne to ſtand be⸗ 
foꝛe the Loꝛd. Here you ſee Peter thin⸗ 
king him ſelfe a valtant ſduldiet; and 
pet is not fs, out of which we note the 
pꝛide of mans hearte, and confidence 


that 
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that fleſh and bloud conceiueth of him⸗ 
ſelfe . Fo2 by nature we are ſo blynde 
that though we be naked, pet we vaunt 
our (clues as though we were goꝛge⸗ 
ouſly apparrelled, though we be of no 
fo2ce to do any thing , Yet we follow 
Nemrode and his wicked complices, Gen. rr. 
and thinke to buulda tower to heauen. 
Ik we view the fto2ics of the woꝛde of 
God, concerning them that haue thus 
bꝛagged of their owne power, we ſhall 
ſce their ſucceſſe molt infoꝛtunate. Pha- 2 
raoh being fo pꝛoud in him ſelf, that he ws 
confemneth God enen in flat woꝛdes, 
pet the rewarde of his pꝛide was his 
deſtruction in the red ſea , Goliah who 
railed on the liuing Loꝛd and his chil⸗ 
dꝛen, was ouerthꝛowne with a ſtone, 
by (the weake man) little Dauid. Pea 
and euen of them that ſeemed fo be 
great pillers in the Church of God, as 
Rehaboham the Bonne of wiſe Solo- OA: 
mon, who thꝛongh pꝛide ſapth vnto * 
his ſubiectes: he will make his little 
finger heauier vnto them, then all his 
Fathers body : but fo2 his pꝛide, tenne 
parts of his KHlhgdom was taken from 

C him. 
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him. And ther foꝛe the Loꝛd both know 
ing, and kfoꝛeſeeing, that we are moſte 
fit and ready to be infected with this 
diſeaſe: haſh pꝛouided by ſpeciall com⸗ 
maundement fo2 his childzen in this 
caſe. Beware ſaith he, leaſt thou ſap in 
thy heart, my power, and the ftrength 


of my owne hande hath prepared me 


this ſubſtaunce. But remember the 
Aoꝛd thy Sod: it is he that giueth ther 
power to get ſubſtaunce. 

And to this purpoſe it is: when the 
Loꝛde oꝛdapned Gedion, to deliuer 
his people, and hee had gathered a 


great multitude togeather: God com⸗ 


maunded him to ſend manie of them 
away, leaſt IIraell (ſayth he) vaunt 
againſt me and ſape, my owne pow⸗ 
cr hath ſaued me. And therefo2e it 
behoucth vs, ſceing the ſhametul fall 
of the pꝛoud and high conteited people: 
and contrarpwiſe, the ſpeciall Come 
maundement that God hath ſet downe 
vnto vs in this behalfe, that we ſhun 
and beware the one, and diligently 
emb2ace and follow the other. And 
the beter ty n apply our lelues vnto "> 

u⸗ 
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humilitie of ſpirite, let vs marke What 
reaſons the hoiyp Ghoſte vſeth to per⸗ 
ſwade vs fherevnto . Chey b2 efpects 
ally two moſt foꝛcible and ſtrong. The 
firſt is the confidcration of our erat 

bynature:as namelp the mettal wher 
of we be made. It is not oncly carth, 
which we davly treade vader our feet, 
but ene: the very dull and lime ok the 
carth, we are robbed and viterlp ſpop⸗ 
led of al dur god apftes whatſoe tier, 
and Alpe wallawing in the mpꝛe of 
ſinne. There is no man that ſinnet 


not. All are gone aſtrap, and are be⸗ 


come vnpꝛoſttable, there is none that 
both qm, no nat one, our condition in 
this woꝛlde is melt miſerable, A con⸗ 
tinuall warrefare, our age is as the 
length of a ſpanne, our ſubſlaunte res 
mapning we kxow not to whom, and 
which of all other ig note miſerable 
after this lpke (not called to grace in 
this Pilgrimage de pate of Vathan, 
the firebꝛande of Beil. So that the 
right and due confideration of this, 
is able fo pal downe the ſtouteſte 


Chatnpivn in che woꝛlde, and to 
hee... 2 con-

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confume all the fic leaues of vanitie, 
and pꝛide of mans heart whatſoener, 
And in deed it is molt effectuall in the 


Gen. a8. 27. Childꝛen of God, It moned Abraham 


to terme him ſelte duſt and aſhes, It 


Exod.z. 11, made Moyſes ſaye, who am I that J 


Gould go to Pharaoh, the ſame is to be 


1. Sam. 18.18 ſeene cf Dauid, hauing the Ringes 


Daughter offered to wife: who am J 
(ſaith hee) o2 what is my Fathers 
houſe tn I{r2ell,that à ſhoulde be the 
Ringes ſonne in law. So then if they 
beeing mwued with the conſideration 
of their naturall eſtate, haue thus paſs 
ſed their time with al humilitie: much 
moꝛe it is our duetie fo to doe, conſide⸗ 
ring that our infirmities be many mo 
then theirs, which ought to abaſe vs 
lower then they. A ſecond argument, 
the ſpirite of God victh in the whole 
Scriptures, fomone all men tohn- 
militie, and that is this: to conſider 
whence they haue that good thinge 
which ther poſſeſſe , whether it be ri⸗ 
ches, honour, pleaſure, life, oꝛ whatſo⸗ 
euer it is, all commeth from the Lo2de. 
And thcrefoze no man is to arrogate 

any 
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ante thing vnto him ſelfe in ante re⸗ 
ſpect of them. Ahich reaſon the A⸗ 
poſtle Paule vſ:th in erpꝛeſſe woꝛdes, 
to beate downe the pꝛide of the Corin- 
thians ſaping: at haſt thou, thou 
halt not receiued tf thou haſt retea⸗ 
ued it, why reiopſeſt thou as though 
thou haſt not receiued it. So then this 
argument ouaht to be in foꝛce with e⸗ 
uerp o ie of vs. Ho if thou be riche,

giueth and is able fo take awaye , It 


thou be in eſtimation in the worlde: w. 2.7.

in ante thinge what ſocucr. And if 
thou arte come fo the knowledge of 


Gods worde and farth in Chꝛiſt Jeſu. Ephe. 2.8. 


It is the gift of Sod, and not of thy 
ſelſe. So that inalltuinges whatſce⸗ 
uer, thou art tohumbie tap cl, knows 
ing this, that thou haſt ngthing of thy 
ſelfe but a lumpe of ſinne. And i God 
hath beſtowed his gyit vpon thee in 
greater meature then vpon others thy 
Bzethzen, that ate as deare vnto him, 
as thou art: thou halt no iuſt occaſion 

3 to 
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ko be puffed bp therewithall: But 
contrarpwiſe. Foꝛ if thou be the ſte⸗ 


Wardof much, thine account ſhail be 


fo2 much: it thon hat fine Tallentes, 
the Lozde will lone ſoz the increaſe 
ot ſiue: If thou halle moe riches then 
others, it is beſtoſned bpon thee that 
thou maieſt relicue and luccour thoſe 
that want. Not to la pe vp in ito2e fo2 
thy ſelfe fo2 many veares, oꝛ to below 
if in exceſſe of p2ide, oꝛ banquetting. 
If thou haſt moze Qiſedome, oꝛ lear⸗ 
ning, moꝛe knowledge, oz feeling of 
Pods graces in thee then others haue, 
it is not onely fo2 thy (cle , but alfo 
fo2 the benefite of that bodp whereet 
thou arte a member. If the graces 
aud gyftes of God be thus firſt tonũ⸗ 
dered from whence they came, then 
employed to thoſe endes Wherevnto 
the Loꝛde hath oꝛdapned them: they 
will be fo farre from exalting him that 
bath them by making him p2cud,that 
they will ingender in him a great and 
ſitguler humilitie.

Peters fall. 


Peter followed a farre of, CAhen our 
Sauiour Chꝛiſte walked at libertie, 
manie thouſandes followed him, and 
ſeemed very deſirous of his dacrine: 
but now when he is appꝛehended and 
like fo ſtiffer troubles ſoꝛ his doinges, 
thep all foꝛſake him, onelp Peter fol⸗ 
loweth peaking a loufe. 

Ik Chꝛiſt had bene nothing elſ but 
a familier friend vnto them, pet this 


had beene great ingratitude in them: Pro. r. 157. 


But he was their maiſter, their Loꝛde 
and their God, thcrefo2e their fault 
the greater. But let vs leaue them 
all, and conſider Peter his doinges 
onely. Not long befo2e his courage 
was ſo ſtoute, that he woulde ſtande 
when all fleddc, he woulde laye downe 
his ipfe fo2 him, and ſeemed to bee 
diſpleaſed with hic Walker, that hee 
woulde not ſuffer him ſo to doe: ſay- 
ing, why can not J follow thee now: 
But when he ſeeth plainelp that his 
Maſter is in froibles in deed, then he 
pulleth in the ſhoulder, the burthen is 
heauie vnto him beloze he feelcth it,

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he is verp deſirous fo ſerue Chꝛiſt, but 


he is not willing to take paines with 
im. So were the Iſraelites very deſi⸗ 
rots to come to Canaan, but loath to be 
troabied by the way inthe wildernes. 
They tgat went to viewe the land of 
Canaan with Caleb & Ioſua, confeſſed 
it to be a countrie ſo fruiteful, that it 
floweth with milke 4 honp, and did de⸗ 
ſire to come thither, neuertheleſſe they 
were vnwilling to enter combat with 
the lebuſites, Amalachites, Cananites, 
and other people that ſhoulde be ouer⸗ 
come befoꝛe they ſhould poſſeſſe il. The 
Sonnes of Zebede, did deſire to ſit at 
Chziitcs elbowes in his kingdome, but 
they had loꝛgotten that they malt firft 
dꝛinck of the cup that Chꝛiſt did dzinck 
of, and to be bapttzed with his Bap⸗ 
tiſme. And therto2e it 1s, that our ſa⸗ 
uiour Chꝛiſte termeth thoſe hearers, 
whom tribulation doth dꝛiue from the 
goſpel, to be like vnto the Yony ground 
into the which the woꝛde of Gad can 
ſend no rote, becauſe of the har dneſſe 
thereof , Manp alſo did departe from 
Chꝛiſte, which befoze did follow — 
wil⸗ 
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willingly, becauſe their groſe capacity 
could not conceaue, howe they chauld 


eat the fleſh of the ſon of man, # drink Toh. 6.66. 


his bloud : ⁊ trulie the woꝛid is full of 
ſuch people at this day, that be verie 
willing to heare, and learne the word 
of God, becauſe that they know that it 
is the wap to eternall life, but if any 
troubles ſhould ſeeme fo ariſe ſoꝛ the 
ſame, thep are gone: thep are willing 
to come to Ch2ilke by night, becauſe 
thep feare troubles by dap, but they 
are not diſcerned in theſe dayes., by 
their reuolting in time or perſecution: 
becauſe (the Lo2des name be pꝛaiſed 
fo2 it)all men map freely pꝛokeſſe the 
Golpel, hut by their carnall and ſleſhly 
conuerſation, their contrarp l life and 


dealing, koꝛ the tree is Knowen by the Mach. 7. 16. 


fruite: they lone to heare How to come 
fo heauen. but they like not this „that 
thep muſt add2elie them ſelues to obo⸗ 
dience, that thep mult foꝛſake the! 

wicked conuerſation, and frame their 
doinges to the rule of Gods worde, 
and therefo2e they turne the grace or 


God into wantonnelle . So there be lude. l. 


d 
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a great number that be followers of 
Peter in this point: fc2 he followed, 

becanſe of his pꝛomiſe, but it was a 

farre oſt, ſo they followed the Goſpell, 
becauſe of their pꝛeſent ſafegard, which 
elſe they could not eniop. But as Peter 
durſt not come neare foꝛ feare of trou⸗ 
bles, ſo dare they come no faſter on, fo 
feare of after clappes, they thinke that 
keeping themſelues a loofe, they map 
be ſafe, at al ſeaſons, if a change come: 
koꝛ which thep gape, then they thinke 
they may with honeſtie change: likes 
wiſe, whereas if they ſhould be deſt- 
rous to pull downe Papiſtrie (if they 


be in any authoꝛitie) and earneſtly ef 


ſtabliſh the pꝛeaching of the Golpell, 
they Could be aſhamed in thoſe dates, 
which I fruff ſhall neuer be, but in 
the meane while, let them knowe 
that they haue well pꝛofited towarde 
the diuell, when they be in that caſe: 
foꝛ many denie with Peter, but fewe 
veep with him. Tlell howſocuer it be 
that the woꝛlde doe thus fall from the 
L o2de, and pul away their shoulder 
krom his obedience, pet thep that 

feare 
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feare God in deede, and do bnfaynedly 
belene that which they pꝛofeſſe, doe toy 
geather with the pꝛofeſſion therot vn⸗ 
dergo, and willingly receiue all trou⸗ 
bles which follow the ſame. They firſt 
ſit them downe and caſt their accounts 
(as Chriſte cornſaileth them) and not 
raſhly aduenture they know not what 
as Peter did: So did Moyles thonay he 
might haue had great pꝛeferment in 
Pharaoh his Court, pet he chuſe rather 
to ſuffer aſflicton with the ch1{52en of 
the Loꝛd, then ts eniop the plea ſures of 
ſinne fo2 a ſeaſon, knowing this to be

of the Apoſtle Paule to the Epheſians 
is ſufficient fo2 this matter fo furniſh 
the ſouidiour of Chꝛiſte with complet 
armour, The firſt is, that his lopnes 
ſhould be girded with the truefh: That 
is, a ſincere minde and affection, put- 
ting awap all diſlimulation whatſoe⸗ 
ucr.Zecondly his bꝛeſt muſt be fenced 
with righteouſnes:that is, his life and 
couerſation muſt be holp, and vpzight.

So faithful Abra- 
hã was compelled to make a lie foꝛ his 
owne ſafegard in the country of Gerar 
repoꝛting his wife to be his ſiTer , be⸗ 
cauſe the inhabitãts, had not the feare 
of God befo2e their eies, Godlie loſeph 
dwelling in Egypt amongeſt the wic-

retike Cirinthus in the ſame: leaped 
backe ſuddenlp, and ſaide to them that 
were w:th him, let vs go hence, leaſt

not knowe vs: he aunſwered: pes, J 
knowe thee to be the firſt begotten of 
Satan. To conclude the P:ophet Ie- 
remie lamenting his owne caſe , that 
he Gould be reſerued to line in ſo wic⸗ 
ked a time as that was, pꝛoteſteth that 
he did not ſit in the aſſerablp of moc⸗ 
kers, but ſate alone. Now if this in fec⸗ 
tion be ſo daungerous, that it ouerta⸗ 
ke th p childꝛen of God, ił the ſpirite of 
God hath giuen vs ſo many cancats, 
if the nodly haue fo warelp lokcd vnto 
them ſelues, and auoided it, how much 
greater ought our care to be in this 
caſe, becauſe the infection ts now moꝛe 


daungerous, che plague moꝛe cõmon, 


the euilles moꝛe rife in all plates. And 
notwithſtanding, all theſe pꝛecepts, t 
eramples, pet if we conſider the trade 
of the wo21d, 4 dealing of the moſte in 
this reſpect we ſhall finde, that it is a

The names 
lter, ſo that he map haue his pleaſure 
in gaming, careth not ohether it be 
Turke, oz Iewe, Gods ſeruant oz Sa- 
tans, that beare him company. Nay it 
is growen to that, that Dauids ſanne 
cannot be nourtered aright vnleſſe ho 
be ſent to Pharaohs court. The mer- 
chants of England can not be riche y- 
nough,vnleſſe.he make his continnall 
above in Spaine, and ſuch other idola⸗ 
trous nations, where he cannot conti⸗ 
nue without daily ſernice vnto Baal. 
The Gentleman can not be ſufficient 
ciuill, vnleſſe he go ouer into Italie, to 
ade home the pꝛactiſes of Mages” 
And 
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And pet the pꝛouerbe is not vnknow⸗ 
en'in England, though it did ariſe in 
Italie. That an Engliſhman, Italinate, 
is & diuel incarnate : well the worde 
of God allo weth no ſuch dealing, but 
tommaundeth the tontrarie. So that 
if'behotieth'all them that feare Gos, 
to l6HKe vnto themſelves, and if they 
finde theirowne conſciences accuiſing 
them in this reſpect, that they reoꝛme 
if} and as fo: the other, it will ſeeme 
but a'mockerie vnto them, But they 
ſhall bears their owne ſhame. The 
Pidphefe Dauid beeing in ſtraunge 
landes, becauſe he was baniſhed from 
his wont cotinfrie; by the rigo:ons 
dealing of King Saule, lamented his 
gwne' eſtafe: ſaping, woe is me, that

The con ſide⸗ 
ration hereof moued the wile man So- 
lomon, oꝛ rather the Pzophet Agur 
top:ay vnto the Loꝛde, that he moulde 
neither giue him pouertie no2 riches,

my Sod in vaine. It moued Dauid 
to ſave ?

Therefo:e che Loꝛd to retlapme 
ds vnto him, vieth this ſchol ot h is rod 
to bring vs hoame vnto him with all, 
leut tot ſhould periſh with the world. 
And derily if we had neither example 
noꝛ ſentence in Þ whole boke of God,

Foz many there be, that 
at the firſte when they are not ſetled 
in the warmth of this wo2ld, but fol⸗ 
low Chꝛiſt into wodes and Delarts 0- 
ucr Sea and land, neuer reſting in one 
place: then they be ſo zealous and fo2s 
ward in the combate againſt Sathan, 
that they doe with great pꝛaiſe vnto 
Gods name, and ſinguler vtilitie bnfo 
Chꝛiſtes Church, p2oceed in their buſi⸗ 
neſſe ol godlines. But when they come 

to ſit down at the warme fire ol woꝛld⸗ 
ly wealth, and be hedged in with p20- 
motions ofthis woꝛlde, then they be ſo 
clogged and cloped there withall , that 
they ſeeme as farre gone from their in⸗ 
tegritie and zeale, as Peter was when 
he ſate by the fire. But let them beware 
in what ſtate they ſtande. Fo2 when 
Peter tame to that eſtate, he was quick 
Ip ouerthꝛewen. And let al other that 
ſee the ſame, and be not guilty, reſiſt at 
the firſt entraunte of this cold ſtomach 
and pꝛouide pꝛeſeruations and reſtoza 
tiues out of the woꝛd of the Loꝛd.

As we may ſee in Ieſabel, Herodias, I- 
rene the Empꝛeſſe and ſich like, ma rk 
this well. The high Pꝛieſt perſetu⸗ 
teth Chꝛiſt, his ſetuauntes appꝛehend 
him and bing him fo their Pater, 

yea and his maid alſo helpeth the mat ⸗ 
ter foꝛ ward. Here we may ſee the pas 
tron of a familie, rightly: difpoſes in 
his kinde, as is the Paſter, ſors his 
Seruauntes . Mlagret in this to per⸗ 
ſecute Chꝛiſt. And in deed it hath been, 

is, and euer will be that the wicked 
houſholders, pea the wicked Ringes 
haue had generally all their ſertmunts 


and ſubiecees ot their owne diſpoſition. 


Ahab beeing a wicked Ring; they did 
1. Kin. 19. 10 ſo generally follow him: That Eliah 
thought onely him ſelfe to lerne God, 
and all the reſt of the land to hate fol, 
lowed Baal. So it was like wiſe in al 
the time of the wicked kinges, and ſo 
it is in all wicked houſholders. Fo2 if 
he be a Papiſt, his ſeruauntes be ſo, oꝛ 
els they abide not with him long. If he 


be a Newterand tare fo2 no religion, 


his 


— 
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is ſeruants are not kept in oꝛder, and 

o they-likewiſe become of the like con 
dition. So that the ſaping of Solomon Pro. 29.12. 
is verified in this caſe, if the pꝛince be 
giuen to lies, al his ſeruants are wic⸗ 
ked. And what haue we to learne by 
this: Surelp a p2ofitable doctrine fo2 al 
them that haue gouernement of famt- 
lies, that they fearing God and pꝛofeſ⸗ 
ſing his Solpel, beware that the chil⸗ 
dꝛen of this wozld be not wiſer in ther x4 16.8. 
generation then they:that is, That the 
wicked be not founde moze carefull to 
diſpoſe their families to their own hu⸗ 
mour then the Godlp be. And J know 
nat how they can loke vnto this bet⸗ 
ter. But by following the example of 
Dauid in chuſing @eruauntes, and of 
Abraham in teaching them. Foꝛ the 
Pꝛophet Dauid knowing that he ſhold 
be King, caſteth in his minde a foꝛe⸗ 
hande, what kinde of perſons he will 
refaine into his ſeruice. Pine eyes 
(aaith he) hall be vnto the faithfull Pl 0.87. 
of the land, that they may dwell with 
me - Ye that walketh in a perfect 
. ſhall ſerue me. There ſhall

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pſalm. Dauid declareth how grenoufly 
he was froubled in his bodie 4 mind, 
becauſe he conſidzed Gods iudgments 
againſt ſin, which in ded is in al the 
childꝛen of God in ſame meaſure)but 
vtterly vnknowne, s ſtrange to ſecure 


and careleſſe perſons, that ſleepe in 


their owne iniquitie: and fo2 lacke of 
this,do neuer come to any remoaſe in 
conſcience,but do ware wozſe & wazle, 
but if is vnto the godly a great cdfo2t: 
foz although they feel p heauie wꝛath 
of God againſte their ſinne, vet they 
knom, that it is the beginning, e firſt 
entrance into Gods fauour again, foz 
the rigo2 of his wzath dziueth vs back 
from our ſelues, ma keth vs ſeek vn⸗ 
te his mercie. This maſt pꝛoceade fro 
an earneſt feare of God, that is (as be- 
fa2e is declared) fruam the tonũideratiõ, 
what Godin iuſtice requireth of vs, 
t how farre contrarie we haue lined, 
and alſo that he will execute iudge⸗ 
ment againſt all ſinne and iniquitie, 
The feare of this, maketh vs ta ſeeke

i. Tim. r. 15. (ed. againſt vs, which is only done be

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faith in Jeſus Chzift, who came into 
the wozld foꝛ that purpoſe, he might 
be amedtatoz t reconciler of ſinners 
vnto God his father:ſo that euer one 
that ſhal come to the fanour of God a- 
gain, muſt certainly, © ſtedfaftly with 


ont wauering beleene,that Ch2ilt his Im. 1.6. 


bloud hath ben Hed foz the ſatiſfaaid 
of Gods wzath againſt him foz his 
fins. And ſo being perſwaded, his con⸗ 
ſciente is at quiet with God, x the ter⸗ 
roz of Gods wꝛath, which befo2e did 
appeare, is nowe patified and ſatiſfied 
in Jeſus Chziffe. But becauſe mans 
heart is full of hypocrifle, e a beaft in 
his owne knowledge , being blinde 
th2ogh vain confivence, may perſwade 
bimſelfe, that God hath receined him 
into his fauour, when in deed it is not 
ſo, Therfoze it is ſaid, that this repen- 
taunce conſiſteth in the moꝛtifping of 


the lech, and quickening of the ſpirit: 


that is, in cracifying e killing within 
himleife the wozld, 4 fleſh:to wit, all

finne what ſoener:and the quickening Ga. 5.19.20 
of the ſpirit, which is by continual en- 2223. 


deuour to frame our liues pzecilely,ac 
£03- 
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toꝛding to Gods woꝛde. And beeauſe 
this can not be done perfectly, no not 
in the beſt by reaſon of ſinne and ini⸗ 
quitie, that cleaueth ſo faſt vnto them. 
Therefo2e they thinke it their duetie, 
ſo long as they carie about with them 
this bodie of ſinne, tu grone vnder the 
burthen therok, to vſe al thoſe means 
that: God hath ſet downe fo2 them in 
his wozd: fo continue and abide. in res 
pentance and amendment of life with 
out ceaſing,that-Gods holy name may 
be gloꝛiſied, and their conſciences ſure⸗ 
ly ſettled in the mercies of the Logde, 
andſinne dailie moꝛe and moꝛe aboli⸗ 
ſched. The which the Lozd Godof his 

inlinits mercie,graunt vnto all 

them that earneſtly ſeeRe 

and labour foz if, 

Amen.
